The Queen Speaks 


Queen Elizabeth II opens the new session of the 
British Parliam ent on November 4 by delivering the 
traditio nal Speech from the Throne. The speech of the 
sovereign customarily is prepared by the prime m inis­ 
ter—in this event Winston Churchill. Traditionally, the 
speech is divided into three sections: the first, address­ 
ed to “My Lords and Gentlem en,” touches on foreign 
affairs; the second, to the “Gentlemen of the House 
of Commons,” has reference to the budget; the third, 
to “My Lords and Gentlem en,” outlines proposed legis­ 
lation. 


Elizabeth In presenting the program of the Con­ 
servative m ajority is ex pected to discuss denatio naliza­ 
tion of the steel industry and other Conservative m ea­ 
sures designed to swing back the Labor pendulum. The 
speech, however, is ex pected to be moderate; In a tta in­ 
ing a slight Parliam entary m ajority in the general 
elections of October 1951 the Conservatives ran second 
to Labor in the popular vote. Most observers seem to 
believe th a t Labor would win an election held today. 
W hatever the co ntent of the speech prepared for 
Elizabeth, her appearance before Parliam ent will re­ 
flect the high popularity enjoyed by the Queen—and 
before her by her father and grandfather. Queens are 
traditio nally a good omen for the B ritish—many will 
recall the first appearance before Parliam ent of her 
great-grandm o ther, Queen Victoria, and the era of 
good feeling and prosperity th a t followed. 
Elizabeth goes before Parliam ent a woman of 26, 
twice a m other, perhaps to be considered a m atro n. 
She has been trained since childhood to be queen. On 
her 21st birthday (in 1947) as Princess Elizabeth she 
pledged to her future subjects, “My whole life, w hether 
it be long or short, shall be devoted to your service.” 
Victoria, a t her accession, was but 18. She had 
been surrounded by Germ an influences, notably th a t 
o f'h e r uncle, King Leopold of Belgium. She first ap­ 
peared before Parliam ent on July 17, 1837—alm ost a 
full year before her coronation. Her task was no t to 
open but to dissolve Parliam ent. 
Present was the actress Fanny Kemble, who thus 
described Victoria: “The queen was no t handsome, but 
very pretty, and the singularity of her great position 
lent a sehtim ental and particular charm to her yo uth­ 
ful face and figure . . . The queen’s voice was ex quisite, 
no r have I ever heard any spoken words more musical 
in their gentle distinctness th an ‘My Lords and G en­ 
tlem en,’ which broke the breathless silence of the illus­ 
trious assembly whose gaze was riveted o n th a t fair 
flower of royalty.” 
Victoria’s speech was characteristic of the decorum 
th a t was to m ark her reign. “It will be m y care.” she 
promised, “to strengthen our institutions, civil and ec­ 
clesiastical, by discreet Improvement wherever im ­ 
provement is required, and to do all in my power to 
compose and allay anim us and discord.” 
In the years of her widowhood Victoria rarely ap­ 
peared before Parliam ent in person, preferring to open 
the legislative sessions by royal commission. But Dis­ 
raeli. then prim e minister, persuaded her to make an 
appearance in 1866—five years after the death of the 
prince consort. And by the tim e of her diamond jubilee 
of 1897. she had more than regained the popularity she 
had briefly lost in her seclusion from public affairs. 


Under The Hatch Act 


Under the tensions of a Presidential cam paign the 
federal civil service worker becomes aware of his dual 
atatus. How greatly can he, as a citizen, participate in 
active campaiglning without « violation of the provisions 
of the Hatch Act? 
The Federal Civil Service Commission, in an effo rt 
to clear up this question in the minds of the 2,500,000 
federal employes, has Issued a series of replies to ques­ 
tions. 
Wearing an Ike or Adlal button Is permissable, says 
the commission, but no t while conducting business. 
T hat goes, too, for stickers on automobiles. 
Marching in a political parade Is taboo, says the 
commission, unless the civil service worker is a m em ­ 
ber of an orchestra or band available fo r hire as 
a 
musical organization. 
Can the civil service worker write a letter to an 
editor ex pressing private opinions concerning a can­ 
didate in his own state? Nope. The worker can join a 
political club if he isn’t active in it, doesn’t hold an 
office and doesn’t make a speech. He can contribute, 
but not in a federal building. 
Using hU car to take voters, other th an himself, 
his wife and children, to the polls li taboo. 


He Shot His TV Set 


Frank P. Walsh of West Hempstead. L. I., is a plant 
guard who.se much-needed sleep was being destroyed 
by an overloud television show which his wife, m o ther- 
in-law and five children were watching in the living 
room. Standing on the stairs in the hall. Walsh took 
aim with a .38 caliber pistol and silenced the blaring 
m achine with a single shot. 
The police were cajled by his startled wife, but he 
has a license for the weapon and it’s no crime to shoot 
at a television set, so they could make no charge 
against him. 
The show so rudely interrupted was the Abbott 
and Costello program. There Is no evidence th at Walsh 
was criticizing their efforts. He wa.s protesting ex ces- 
•Ive noise, so he would probably have sho t just as 
straight and true at Milton Berle, Kate Smith or 
M argaret Piazza. 
From the perform er’s standpoint, one of the ad ­ 
vantages of television over vaudeville or burlesque Is 
th a t it makes him inaccessible to those who prefer 
« uch direct ex pressions of disapproval

Life With A Diseased 
Gall Bladder

old 
professor 
in 
medical 
school taught us to suspect gall 
bladder trouble whenever indiges­ 
tion developed in a woman who was 
fair, fat, and over 40. Throughout 
the years this advice has proved 
sound, although many victims of 
the disturbance are elderly and a 
few are in their teens. Further­ 
more, the majority had gallstones, 
which is in keeping with statistics 
along this line. 
Indigestion is a vague complaint. 
Some describe it as a sensation of 
fullness after eating; others, as 
dull distress in the upper abdomen. 
Frequent belching, ga.s, and heart­ 
burn are other complaints, and 
eating pork, cabbage, or fried and 
greasy foods tends to increase dis­ 
comfort. But pain may be encoun­ 
tered 
regardless 
of 
the 
menus. 
Symptoms are most noticeable after 
eating; on the contrary, the peptic 
ulcer sufferer feels oetter when the 
stomach is full because food lessens 
distress. 


Life is tolerable for those with 
chronic gall bladder disorders. The 
same cannot be said when the sac 
becomes acutely inflamed*or gall­ 
stone colic arises. These complica­ 
tions cause violent symptoms, with 
severe pain in the upper right ab­ 
domen. Colic results from move­ 
ment of a stone that has decided to 
leave the pouch and is trying to 
pass through the tiny tube leading 
to the intestine. Hot compresses 
help and now and then an enema of­ 
fers comfort by removing gas. As a 
rule, a hypodermic injection is re­ 
quired to ease pain and relax the 
walls of the duct and when thi.s 
happen.^ the pebble completes its 
journey. These attacks may last 
a day or more and usually subside 
spontaneously. Return engagements 
can be anticipated, although years 
may elapse between. But each bout 
is so painful that few victims are 
willing to go through more than 
three or four attacks without tak­ 
ing the advice of the physician to 
have the organ removed. 
Surgery is most gratifying for 
these men and women because it 
means the end of gall bladder colic 
and strict diets. F^irthermore. op­ 
eration is needed when the structure 
is badly infected because there is 
always a chance that the condition 
w'ili ^ affect the liver. In addition, 
gall bladder and heart di.sease co­ 
ex ist occasionally and removing the 
gall sac improves the cardiac condi­ 
tion. 


The victim of chronic gall bladder 
disease may get along well without 
surgery. He should adhere to a diet 
low in fat which ex cludes auch 
edibles as eggs, pork products, rich 
diesslngs, cheese, cream, and alco­ 
holic beverages. Skim milk, strained 
orange juice, rice, cereals, and lean 
meats are allowed, as well as vege­ 
tables such as spinach, carrots, peaa, 
potatoes, string beans, lettuce, and 
squash. On the other hand, onions, 
sauerkraut, cabbage, turnips, and 
radishes are irritating and should 
be omitted from the diet. 
Bile salte help by stimulating the 
flow of bile. The best results are ob­ 
tained by using products containing 
the pure rather than the dehyd­ 
rated form. The latter may induce 
nausea and vomiting, hence care 
must be taken in selecting the.se 
preparaUons. Olive oil is 
a good 
rubstitute 
because its action is 
similar to bile salts.

U. s. Foreign Policy Becoming Political Football; Kellogg and Stimson 


Nurtured Bipartisan Quality; Present Course Could Threaten Peace 


WASHINGTON—The other day 
in St. Paul, I was sitting in the 
Minnesota club waiting for some 
friends when I noticed a' portrait of 
Frank B. Kellogg on the wall. 
Sitting there under that portrait 
set me thinking—about Kellogg’s 
great ambition to^ outlaw war, about 
the problems confronting General 
Eisenhower, and about the desire 
uppermost in the minds of most 
Americans to avoid another war. 
It make.s me feel a bit old to look 
back on it, but I was a young news­ 
paper reporter covering the State 
Department when Kellogg was sec­ 
retary of State under Calvin Cool- 
Idge. I thought he did rather a bad 
job in Nicaragua and Mex ico, but 
he warmed my heart and that of 
millions when he negotiated the 
treaty to outlaw war. 
And when he went to Paris to sign 
his treaty. I persuaded the New 
York Times to send me with him. 


These Days 


En route home, Kellogg’s aides 
cooked up a scheme to keep the 
treaty out of partisan politics. In 
this I played a small part. 
I sent a radiogram from the SS 
Leviathan to the editor of the 'Dmes 
asking him to query me as to 
whether the anti-war treaty would 
be claimed as a triumph for the Re­ 
publican party or would be con­ 
sidered the bipartisan product of 
both parties. The Times complied. I 
showed the query to Kellogg, and 
he growled that he certainly was not 
going to let his newly signed treaty 
become a football of politics. 
Hoover Protest* 
'That statement was important; 
because Herbert Hoover, then warm­ 
ing up for his election campaign 
against A1 Smith in the late summer 
of 1928, was looking around for 
political ammunition. 
In fact, it was more Important 
than even I realized, for two days

It is customary for a contender 
who failed, to wait for the *uc- 
ces-sful nominee to invite his ac­ 
tive support. This Is done in both 
parties. The only difference in 1952 
was that Eisenhower had never 
been in politics before and had less 
contact than is usual with the ac­ 
tive leader.H of the party. He had 
been a soldier and in recent years 
had been engaged in war and pre­ 
paration for war outside the coun­ 
try. 
Tlierefore, Senator Taft desired, 
if Ei.senhower was willing, to discuss 
pwny affairs, personalities, relations 
and past performances. 
This Was 
done at the famous conference at 
Mornmgside Drive in New York. 
At that moment, a sdhilsm ex isted 
In the Republican party arising frctn 
cause.* that go back to 1932. That 
schism had been continuous since 
1932 and each year became more in- 
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tense. It was not a fight over funda­ 
mental principles, ex cept the degree 
of American Intervention in Euro­ 
pean affairs. It largely arose out of 
defeat and was stimulated by con­ 
tinued defeat. Involved also wa.s a 
growing repugnance within the Re­ 
publican party for the continued 
and increasing domination by New 
York, iu bankers, its Indu.striallsts 
and its so-called intellectuals con­ 
nected with national magazines. 


With much of this. General 
Eisenhower was vaguely familiar. 
He was nominated becaiiM* of 
his record in the American ,%rmy 
at war, not because of his record 
as a Republican politician. Taft, 
as is his hahit, puts hit ideas on 
paper; maybe, it I* a habit aris­ 
ing from Yankee thrift. That 
do4 umrnt wa* not an ultimatum 
to Elsenhower; Taft had already 
■ greed to active participation In 
the campaign afid part of his 
speaking achedulr had already 
been arranged and announced 
by 
the 
Republican 
National 
I ommittec. It was a statement 
of Taft’s own position which 
Eisenhower could have rejected 
In whole or in part. 


Euvcnhower. recognizing that the 
American way is not dictation but 
a mt*etmg of the minds where agree­ 
ment 1- possible, while maintaining 
the full right to a free conscience 
and independence of thought where 
difference* are fundamental, agreed 
with Taft in principle. 
The points of agreement and dis- 
agreunent were made public. The 
result o t this has been that a schUm 
in the Republican party, whirti ha* 
lasted 20 years, wa.s healed with the 
ex cepUon of th t position taken by 
Senator Wayne Morse. 


If the L’nlted States I* not 
to become a poUtlcal anarchy, 
the two-party system mu*t be 
continued. Hod the schism not 
been 
healed, the RrpuMieaa ' 
party would have hroiien into 
oplinters. While this would have 
assured a Democratic victory, it 
would alto have had a like effect 
in the Démocratie party and 
would have produeed blocs in 
the ëenatc. W'e might have had 
a Senate that rasembied the 
French Chamber of DepuUeo 


Actually nobody surrandered to 
anybody. But two gentlemen, serv­ 
ing on a team of their own choice, 
seekmg victory for their team, work­ 
ed out mutual problems on 
a basis 
of the broadest interest* without a 
sacrifice of conscience. That Is the 
American way.

after we landed Kellogg sent for 
me. 
At first he seemed sore. 
“Just what did you say in that 
story you radioed from the ship?”

Democratic senators 
supported him 100 per cen ; a few 
Republicans opposed;

was ratified. 
Kellogg died a few years later, a 
broken-hearted man—broken-heart­ 
ed because he knew the great goal 
he set for mankind, peace, was about 
to smash on the rocks of Ax is greed. 
But before he died, he came to 
Washington many times to help and 
encourage hi* successor, another 
great secretary of State. Henry L. 
Stimson. Both Kellogg and Stimson. 
of course, were Republicans, both 
believed in a bipartisan foreign 
policy, botli were men of principle, 
and I was lucky in knowing them 
both. 


Stimwm Carried On 
Later I traveled with Stimson to 
London where he did his best not 
only to limit dangerous rivalry of 
armament, but to persuade Europa 
to sign a consultative pact. 
This pact merely pledged that the 
United States would “consult” with 
other nations in case war threaten­ 
ed. There was no other obligation. 
Nevertheless, a “scoop” which I 
cabled the Baltimore Sun that such 
a pact was to be signed, caused 
Pre.sidcnt Hoover to Usue a special 
denial. 
Simultaneously, hi* secretary of 
State in London was holding 
a 
pre.ss conference stating that such 
a treaty would be signed. 
'These two conflicting pre.ss con­ 
ferences illustrate the basic foreign 
policy cleavage within the Republi­ 
can party — a cleavage that still 
continues. 
It plagued and harassed Stimson 
all through the Hoover administra­ 
tion. Stimson saw the true goal of 
the Japanese war lords in Man­ 
churia in 1931. and did his best to 
stop what he knew was to be the 
conquest of China. Ha triad to stop 
It by using the peace machinery of 
the League of Nation* and the Nine 
Power Pact. 
But Republican isolationist* held 
up their hand* in horror. So did 
Mr. Hoover privately. In deference 
to the White House, Stimson even 
had to recall the America*; consul 
general at Geneva from acting as an 
“observer” at the League sessions 
on Manchuria. 
Eventually Stimson gave up. But 
when he retired from the State De­ 
partment and passed the reins on to 
the Roosevelt administration, he 
came to Washington for various con­ 
ferences with FDR and Cordeil Hull. 
HU ambition w u to preserve a con­ 
tinuous bipartisan foreign policy. 
Vandenberg’s Death 
It has been the policy—the policy 
of Woodrow Wilson, Kellogg, sttm- 
son. Roosevelt—neither Republican 
nor Democratic but bl-partlsan— 
which has been followed since. That 
U, It was followed up until the death 
of the late great Senator Vanden- 
berg. 
Since then, and today, it has be­ 
come the football of politics in a 
manner which can end In only one 
result: sertous, perhaps irreparable, 
harm to our cherished goal of peace. 
That is the great danger which 
Kellogg, 
Stimson, 
Vandenben— 
three greet Republicans — forMaw 
io dearly. That U the danger which 


WASHINOTON-Many “intellec­ 
tuals”—and perhaps .some people not 
quite so "intellectual”—are .bemoan­ 
ing the fact that politics is such a 
hypocritical aflalr and that it In­ 
volves too often a “surrender” of 
principle to ex pediency. 
But the bggest “surrender” of all 
will happen on November 4, 1952, 
when several millions of voters, in­ 
cluding groups of college professors 
and other "Intellectuals,” will go to 
the polls, and by^ their votes brush 
off as Inconsequehtlal or Irrelevant 
or unimportant the worst “me.ss” In 
government that the electorate has 
seen In a quarter,of a century. An 
uninformed person might be ex ­ 
pected to be misled, but why an 
educated person condone.s dkdion- 
esty and Inconipetence in govern­ 
ment Is the puzzle of this campaign.

2. The “tax mess.” High officials 
were found to be accepting favors 
in return for “fix ing” tax liabilities. 
The dismissal of more than 174 
employes was forced—53 of them for 
taking bribes or gifts and 24 for em­ 
bezzlement. Trials In other cases are 
still pending. 
3. The “Department of Justice 
mess.” 
Congressional committees 
have shown that efforts were made 
to stall a grand Jury Investigation 
In St. Louis and that enforcement 
has been slowed up in other cases 
where political pre.ssure has been 
ex erted. Violators escaped prosecu­ 
tion through conspiracies to plead 
“111 health.” 
4. The “postoffice mess.” Involved 
are scandals in the sale of postofflce 
jobs in New York and Chicago. 
Federal grand Juries are at present 
Investigating. 
5. The 
“ surplus-pro perty mess.” 
Riches were besto wed on 
fa v o red 
buy ers of war Burplus.. 
6. The ‘'‘veteran^ mess." These are 
scandals in the multibillion-dollar 
veterans’ housing and benefit pro­ 
grams. Large-scale ctieating of vet­ 
erans through overpraising of the 
value of substandard housing oc­ 
curred. Also, huge potential losses 
on loans have been ex posed. Large 
sums of tax payers’ money were lost 
in the abuse of on-the-job-tx aining 
pay and In tuition paid to fly-by- 
night schools. 
7 The “disloyalty mess.” Effort* 
to remove Communist sympathizers 
from the State Department and 
other agencies of government have 
been resisted either by calling the 
investigation of Alger Hiss a “red 
herring” or by clearing through de­ 
partmental boards persons who later 
had to be fired when their cases 
came before the non-partisan Board 
of Review. 
8. The “steel-strlke mess.” Seiz­ 
ure of the plants of an entire indus­ 
try without sanction of law or the 
Corustitution-something that had to 
be restrained by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. The cost to 
American tax payers was more than 
a billion dollars. 
“Shoestring” Air Force 
9. The “p r e p a r e d ne s s mess.” 
America spent more than 60 billions 
for defense in the five years preced­ 
ing 1950, yet American equipment 
was faulty and American military 
forces were not stationed at stra­ 
tegic places where they could be 
made available instantly to defend 
our "defensive perimeter” In the Far 
Ea.st. no matter whether the line 
Included or ex cluded Korea. The 
Air Force chief testified in May 1951 
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that we h« d only a "ahoeatrlng" Air 
Force. 
10 The “reservist mess.” Men who 
had served in World War II were 
called back to fight a large-scale 
war that was called a “police action” 
by President Truman, and no sys­ 
tem of training replacements had 
been started early enough to avoid 
double service. 
11. The “Korean mess.” This has 
brought more than two years of war, 
casualties in ex cess of 120.000, and 
the prospect—as Secretary of th« 
Army Pace announced it the other 
day—that 10,000.000 American bovs 
will see miliUry duty “in the fore­ 
seeable future.” The United States 
is bearing almost the entire burden 
and. thougti billions of dollars are 
being given to our allies, none is 
helping on manpower in proportion 
to population. American leadership 
in the UN ha« faltered. 
12. The “China mess,” which is 
the forerunner of the “Korean 
mess.” China has always been the 
friend of America. Japan became 
our enemy in the Par East In World 
War II because we had insisted on 
befriending China. Some time be­ 
tween 1946 and 1950 the NaUonallsI 
government of China was under­ 
mined by the withdrawal of “moral 
support” by our State Department 
and by the delay in furnishing aid 
to the Nationalist government. This 
led to the crumbling of the Chinese 
Nationalist armies and the triumph 
of the Communist armies. And. of 
course. Communist China’s govern­ 
ment joined with Russia In the ag­ 
gression in Korea. 
Attemp t to Discredit 
13. The “Communkst mwis." This 
is related to the “China mess” be­ 
cause testimony taken by the Sen­ 
ate Internal Security Subcommittee, 
composed of Democrats and Repub­ 
licans. .show.* that Americans of 
Communist sympathy, Inside and 
outside the Department of State, 
influenced the department to pull 
the rug from under Chlang Kai- 
shek, head of the Nationalist gov­ 
ernment in China and our ally in 
World War II. 
The Communist 
menace has been constantly pooh- 
poohed by the adrnmistration and 
its apologists in the pres* and radio, 
most of whom, before accepting the 
menace as a fact. Insist on an affi­ 
davit from 
Moscow to Identify 
American Communists as Russian 
agents or that the Communist sym­ 
pathizers in government be proved 
to be carrying cards of membership 
in the Communist party when it is 
well know nthat "card-carrying” 
members no longer appear as such 
on the rolls of the Communist party. 
Instead of fighting communtsm as 
It should be fought, the smokescreen 
of “McCarthylsm” is raised in the 
hope that. If the Wisconsin senator 
can be discredited, Senator McOar- 
ran’s committee will come nex t and 
the whole anti-Communist drive will 
be weakened. 
Yet millions of Democratic party 
voters will Ignore all the.se "messes'* 
by rationalizing that a new Demo­ 
cratic admlnistratioo will do better. 
The same reasoning would justify 
an apology to all criminals now In 
J*U—^they should have been given 
"another chance.” Many millions of 
other citizens, however, will feel that 
punishment has to be meted out 
under a representative system of 
government and that the party m 
power has to be held respmislble for 
the “me.ss in Washington” and ac­ 
countable to the American people. If 
corruption and misgovernment is 
condoned by the people generally, 
there Is little hope that pollltical 
parties or politicians will be deterred 
from doing whatever they deem is 
ex pedient to gain their ends.

The Queen Speaks 


Queen Elizabeth II opens the new session of the 
British Parliament on November 4 by delivering the 
traditional Speech from the Throne. The speech of the 
sovereign customarily is prepared by the prime minis­ 
ter—in this event Winston Churchill. Traditionally, the 
speech is divided into three sections: the first, address­ 
ed to “My Lords and Gentlemen,” touches on foreign 
affairs; the second, to the “Gentlemen of the House 
of Commons,” has reference to the budget; the third, 
to “My Lords and Gentlemen,” outlines proposed legis­ 
lation. 
Elizabeth In presenting the program of the Con­ 
servative majority is expected to discuss denationaliza­ 
tion of the steel industry and other Conservative mea­ 
sures designed to swing back the Labor pendulum. The 
speech, however, is expected to be moderate: in attain­ 
ing a slight Parliamentary majority in the general 
elections of October 1951 the Conservatives ran second 
to Labor in the popular vote. Most observers seem to 
believe that Labor would win an election held today. 
Whatever the content of the speech prepared for 
Elizabeth, her appearance before Parliament will re­ 
flect the high popularity enjoyed by the Queen—and 
before her by her father and grandfather. Queens are 
traditionally a good omen for the British—many will 
recall the first appearance before Parliament of her 
great-grandmother, Queen Victoria, and the era of 
good feeling and prosperity that followed. 
Elizabeth goes before Parliament a woman of 26, 
twice a mother, perhaps to be considered a matron. 
She has been trained since childhood to be queen. On 
her 21st birthday Un 1947) as Princess Elizabeth she 
pledged to her future subjects, “My whole life, whether 
It be long or short, shall be devoted to your service.” 
Victoria, at her accession, was but 18. She had 
been surrounded by German influences, notably that 
of her uncle. King Leopold of Belgium. She first ap­ 
peared before Parliament on July 17, 1837—almost a 
full year before her coronation. Her task was not to 
open but to dissolve Parliament. 
Present was the actress Fanny Kemble, who thus 
described Victoria: “The queen was not handsome, but 
very pretty, and the singularity of her great position 
lent a seg m en ta l and particular charm to her youth­ 
ful face and figure . . . The queen’s voice was exquisite, 
nor have I ever heard any spoken words more musical 
in their gentle distinctness than ‘My Lords and Gen­ 
tlemen,’ which broke the breathless silence of the illus­ 
trious assembly whose gaze was riveted on that fair 
flower of royalty.” 
Victoria’s speech was characteristic of the decorum 
that was to mark her reign. “It will be my care,” she 
promised, “to strengthen our institutions, civil and ec­ 
clesiastical, by discreet Improvement wherever im­ 
provement is required, and to do all in my power to 
compose and allay animus and discord.” 
In the years of her widowhood Victoria rarely ap­ 
peared before Parliament In person, preferring to open 
the legislative .sessions by royal commission. But Dis­ 
raeli, then prime minister, persuaded her to make an 
appearance in 1888—five years after the death of the 
prince consort. And by the time of her diamond jubilee 
of 1897, she had more than regained the popularity she 
had briefly lost in her seclusion from public affairs. 


Under The Hatch Act 


Under the tensions of a Presidential campaign the 
federal civil service worker becomes aware of his dual 
atatus. How greatly can he, as a citizen, participate in 
active campaigining without violation of the provisions 
of the Hatch Act? 
The Federal Civil Service Commission, in an effort 
to clear up this question in the minds of the 2,500,000 
federal employes, has issued a series of replies to ques­ 
tions. 
Wearing an Ike or Adlal button is permissable, says 
the commission, but not while conducting business. 
That goes, too, for stickers on automobiles. 
Marching in a political parade is taboo, says the 
commission, unless the civil service worker is a mem­ 
ber of an orchestra or band available for hire as a 
musical organization. 
Can the civil service worker write a letter to an 
editor expressing private opinions concerning a can­ 
didate in his own state? Nope. The worker can join a 
political club if he isn’t active in it, doesn’t hold an 
office and doesn t make a speech. He can contribute, 
but not in a federal building. 
Using his car to take voters, other than himself, 
his wife and children, to the polls is taboo. 


He Shot His TV Set 


Frank P. Walsh of West Hempstead. L I, is a plant 
guard whose much-needed sleep was being destroyed 
by an overload television show which his wife, mother- 
in-law and five children were watching in the living 
room. Standing on the stairs in the hall. Walsh took 
aim with a .38 caliber pistol and silenced the blaring 
machine w ith a single shot. 
The police were cabled by his startled wife, but he 
has a license for the weapon and It’s no crime to shoot 
at a television set, so they could make no charge 
against him. 
The show so rudely interrupted was the Abbott 
and Costello program. There is no evidence that Walsh 
was criticizing their efforts. He was protesting exces- 
aive noise, so he would probably have shot just as 
•traight and true at Milton Berle, Kate Smith or 
Margaret Piazza. 
From the performer’s standpoint, one of the ad­ 
vantages of television over vaudeville or burlesque Is 
that It makes him inaccessible to those who prefer 
*uch direct expressions of disapproval.

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Life With A Diseased 
Gall Bladder 


An 
old 
professor 
in 
medical 
school taught us to suspect gall 
bladder trouble whenever indiges­ 
tion developed in a woman who was 
fair, fat, and over 40. Throughout 
the years this advice has proved 
sound, although many victims of 
the disturbance are elderly and a 
few are in their teens. Further­ 
more. the majority had gallstones, 
which Is in keeping with statistics 
•long this line. 
Indigestion is a vague complaint. 
Some describe it as a sensation of 
fullness after eating; 
others, 
as 
dull distress in the upper abdomen. 
Frequent belching, gas, and heart­ 
burn are other complaints, and 
eating pork, cabbage, or fried and 
greasy foods tends to increase dis­ 
comfort. But pain may be encoun­ 
tered 
regardless 
of 
the 
menus. 
Symptoms are most noticeable after 
eating; on the contrary, the peptic 
ulcer sufferer feels better when the 
stomach is full because food lessens 
distress. 


Life ii tolerable for those with 
chronic gall bladder disorders. The 
same cannot be said when the .sac 
becomes acutely inflamed or gall­ 
stone colic arises. These complica­ 
tions cause violent symptoms, with 
severe pain In the upper right ab­ 
domen. Colic results from move­ 
ment of a stone that has decided to 
leave the pouch and is trying to 
pass through the tiny tube leading 
to the intestine. Hot compresses 
help and now and then an enema of­ 
fers comfort by removing gas. As a 
rule, a hypodermic injection is re­ 
quired to ease pain and relax the 
walls of the duct and when this 
happens the pebble completes its 
Journey. These attacks may last 
a day or more and usually subside 
spontaneously. Return engagements 
can be anticipated, although years 
may elapse between. But **ach bout 
is so painful that few victims are 
willing to go through more than 
three or four attacks without tak­ 
ing the advice of the physician to 
have the organ removed. 
Surgery is most gratifying for 
these men and women because it 
means the end of gall bladder colic 
and strict diets. Furthermore, op­ 
eration I* needed when the structure 
is badly infected because there is 
always a chance that the condition 
will affect the liver. In addition, 
gall bladder and heart disease co­ 
exist occasionally and removing the 
gall sac improves the cardiac condi­ 
tion. 


The victim of chronic gall bladder 
disease may get along well without 
surgery. He should adhere to a diet 
low in fat which excludes such 
edibles as eggs, pork products, rich 
di casings, cheese, cream, and alco­ 
holic beverages. Skim milk, strained 
orange Juice rice, cereals, and lean 
meats are allowed, as well as vege­ 
tables such as spinach, carrots, peas, 
potatoes, string beans, lettuce, and 
squash. On the other hand, onions, 
sauerkraut, cabbage, turnips, and 
radishes are Irritating and should 
be omitted from the diet. 
Bile salts help by stimulating the 
flow of bile. The best results are ob­ 
tained by using products containing 
the pure rather than the dehyd­ 
rated form. The latter may induce 
nausea and vomiting, hence care 
must be taken in selecting these 
preparations. Olive oil is a good 
substitute 
because 
its 
action 
is 
similar to bile salts,

U. S. Foreign Policy Becoming Political Football; Kellogg and Stimson 


Nurtured Bipartisan Quality; Present Course Could Threaten Peace 


WASHINGTON—The other day 
in St. Paul, I was sitting in the 
Minnesota Club waiting for some 
friends when I noticed a' portrait of 
Frank B. Kellogg on the wall. 
Sitting there under that portrait 
set me thinking—about Kelloggs 
great ambition to, outlaw war, about 
the problems confronting General 
Eisenhower, and about the desire 
uppermost in the minds of most 
Americans to avoid another war. 
It makes me feel a bit old to look 
back on It, but I was a young news­ 
paper reporter covering the State 
Department when Kellogg was sec­ 
retary of State under Calvin Cool­ 
idge. I thought he did rather a bad 
job in Nicaragua and Mexico, but 
he warmed my heart and that of 
millions when he negotiated the 
treaty to outlaw war. 
And when he went to Paris to sign 
his treaty. I persuaded the New 
York Times to send me with him. 


En 
route home, Kellogg's aides 
cooked up a scheme to keep the 
treaty out of partisan politics. In 
this I played a small part. 
I sent a radiogram from the SS 
Leviathan to the editor of the Times 
asking him to query me as to 
whether the anti-war treaty would 
be claimed as a triumph for the Re­ 
publican party or would be con­ 
sidered the bipartisan product of 
both parties. The Times complied. I 
showed the query to Kellogg, and 
he growled that he certainly was not 
going to let his newly signed treaty 
become a football of politics. 


Hoover Pro I rule 
That statement was important; 
because Herbert Hoover, then warm­ 
ing up for his election campaign 
against Ai Smith in the late summer 
of 1928, was looking around for 
political ammunition. 
In fact. It was more important 
than even I realized, for two days

Who Surrendered 
To Whom? 


It would be an advantage in any 
political campaign if the ad hom­ 
inem argument were discarded. Th# 
use of it generally makes candi­ 
dates sound like noisy fishwives and 
adds nothing to the enlightenment 
of the people. The present campaign 
has reduced itself to a slugging 
match over personalities. 
One of the arguments that I see 
used constantly is 
that 
General 
Eisenhower surrendered to Senator 
Taft. This involves an assumption 
that Senator Taft was either an 
ideological or a personal enemy of 
General Ei>enhower. Actually, the 
most that can be said is that Taft 
is a Republican, leader of his party 
in the United States Senate, and 
a contender for 
the 
Republican 
nomination for the Presidency, His 
party regularity has never been in 
doubt. 


At no time has Senator Taft 
denied 
General 
Eisenhower's 
right to be a candidate. If a 
personal schism 
developed, it 
was over the conduct of Gov­ 
ernor Dewey not over the con­ 
duct 
of 
General 
Eisenhower. 
Yet. knowing Senator Taft in­ 
timately, I would say that were 
Tom Dewey a 
candidate 
for 
President. Taft would be on his 
team because 
he 
firmly 
be­ 
lieves in the two-party system 
and recognizes that 
a 
party 
cannot be subject, in a free 
society, to dictation by an in­ 
dividual but is a meeting of the 
minds 
on 
general 
principles, 
with a recognition of differ­ 
ences in approach and methods 
to be employed. 


It is customary for a contender 
who failed, to wait for the suc­ 
cessful nominee to invite his ac­ 
tive support. This is done in both 
parties. The only difference in 1952 
was that Eisenhower had 
never 
been in politics before and had less 
contact than is usual with the ac­ 
tive leaders of the party. He had 
been a soldier and In recent years 
had been engaged in war and pre­ 
paration for war outside the coun­ 
try. 
Therefore. Senator Taft desired, 
if Eisenhower was willing, to discuss 
party affairs, personalities, relations 
and past performances. 
This was 
done at the famous conference at 
Morningside Drive in New York. 
At that moment, a schism existed 
in the Republican party arising from 
causes that go back to 1932. That 
schism had been continuous since 
1932 and each year became more in-

tense It was not a fight over funda­ 
mental principles, except the degree 
of American intervention in Euro­ 
pean affairs. It largely arose out of 
defeat and was stimulated by con­ 
tinued defeat. Involved also was a 
growing repugnance within the Re­ 
publican party for the continued 
and increasing domination by New 
York, it* bankers, its industrialists 
and its so-called intellectuals con­ 
nected with national magazines. 


With much of this. General 
Eisenhower was vaguely familiar. 
Ile was nominated because of 
his record in the American Army 
at war, not because of his record 
as a Republican politician. Taft, 
as is his habit, puts his ideas on 
paper; maybe, it is a habit aris­ 
ing from Yankee thrift. 
That 
document was not an ultimatum 
to Eisenhower; Taft had already 
agreed to active participation in 
the campaign arid part of his 
speaking schedule had alreadv 
been arranged and announced 
by 
the 
Republican 
National 
Committee. It was a statement 
of Taft’s own position which 
Eisenhower could have rejected 
in whole or in part. 


Eisenhower, recognizing that the 
American way u not dictation but 
a meeting of the minds where agree­ 
ment is possible, while maintaining 
the full right to a free conscience 
and independence of thought where 
differences are fundamental, agreed 
w ith Taft in principle. 
The points of agreement and dis­ 
agreement were made public. Tho 
result of this has been that a schism 
in the Republican party, which has 
lasted 20 years, was healed with the 
exception of the position taken by 
Senator Wayne Morse. 


lf the United States is not 
to become a political anarchy, 
the two-party system must be 
continued. Had the schism not 
been 
healed, 
the 
Republican 
' 
party would have broken into 
splinters. While this would have 
assured a Democratic victory, it 
would also have had a like effect 
in the Democratic party and 
would have produred blocs in 
the Senate. We might have had 
a Senate that resembled the 
French Chamber of Deputies 


Actually nobody surrendered to 
anybody. But two gentlemen, serv­ 
ing on a team of their own choice, 
seeking victory for their team, work­ 
ed out mutual problems on a basis 
of the broadest interests without a 
sacrifice of conscience. That is the 
American way.

after we landed Kellogg sent for 
me. 
At first he seemed sore. 
• Just what did you say in that 
story you radioed from the ship?” 
he asked. 
I had a copy in my pocket and 
showed it to him. He read it and 
grunted.

referring 
to 
Herbert 
Hoover, “raised hell with me at 
cabinet meeting. 
“However, he added, with a wink, 
‘ I'm glad you did it.” 
W hat ha had in mind, of course, 
was the fact that he needed Demo­ 
cratic support 
to obtain Senate 
ratification of his treaty. That sup­ 
port was given. Democratic senators 
supported him IOO per cen ; a few 
Republicans 
opposed; 
the 
treaty 
was ratified. 
Kellogg died a few years later, a 
broken-hearted man—broken-heart­ 
ed because he knew the great goal 
he set for mankind, peace, was about 
to smash on the rocks of Axis greed. 
But before he died, he came to 
Washington many times to help and 
encourage 
his successor, 
another 
great secretary of State. Henry L. 
Stimson Both Kellogg and Stimson, 
of course, were Republicans, both 
believed 
In a bipartisan 
foreign 
policy, both were men of principle, 
and I was lucky In knowing them 
both. 


SiimMin Carried On 
Later I traveled with Stimson to 
London where he did his beat not 
only to limit dangerous rivalry of 
armament, but to persuade Europa 
to sign a consultative pact. 
This pact merely pledged that the 
United States would ‘'consult” with 
other nations in case war threaten­ 
ed. There was no other obligation. 
Nevertheless, a ‘scoop’* which 
I 
cabled the Baltimore Sun that such 
a pact was to be signed, caused 
President Hoover to issue a special 
denial. 
Simultaneously, hia secretary of 
State in London was holding a 
press conference stating that such 
a treaty would be signed. 
These two conflicting press con­ 
ferences illustrate the basic foreign 
policy cleavage within the Republi­ 
can party —• a cleavage that still 
continues. 
It plagued and harassed Stimson 
•ll through the Hoover administra­ 
tion. Stimson saw the true goal of 
the Japanese war lords in Man­ 
churia in 1931, and did his best to 
stop what he knew was to be the 
conquest of China. He tried to stop 
it by using the peace machinery of 
the League of Nations and the Nine 
Power Pact 
But Republican isolationists held 
up their hands in horror. So did 
Mr. Hoover privately. In deference 
to the White House. Stimson even 
had to recall the America* consul 
general at Geneva from acting as an 
•observer” at the League sessions 
on Manchuria. 
Eventually Stimson gave up. But 
when he retired from the State De­ 
partm ent and passed the reins on to 
the Roosevelt administration, he 
came to Washington for various con­ 
ferences with FOR and Cordell Hull. 
His ambition was to preserve a con­ 
tinuous bipartisan foreign policy. 
Vandenberg'* Death 
It has been the policy—the policy 
of Woodrow Wilson, Kellogg, Stim­ 
son, Roosevelt—neither Republican 
nor Democratic but bi-partisan— 
which has been followed since. That 
is, it was followed up until the death 
of the late great Senator Vanden­ 
berg. 
Since then, and today, it has be­ 
come the football of politics in a 
manner which can end in only one 
result: serious, perhaps irreparable, 
harm to our cherished goal of peace. 
That is the great danger which 
Kellogg, 
Stimson, 
Vandenberg— 
three great Republicans — foresaw 
so clearly. That is tha danger which 


WASHINGTON—Many “intellec­ 
tu als’—and perhaps some people not 
quite so ‘‘intellectual’’—are .bemoan­ 
ing the fact that politics is such a 
hypocritical affair and that it in­ 
volves too often a “surrender” of 
principle to expediency. 
But the bggest “surrender” of all 
will happen on November 4. 1952,

1. The “RFC mess " Insiders op­ 
erated to get government loans for 
favored clients. The sale of “influ­ 
ence” was exposed by congressional 
committees. 
174 Employe* Dismissed 
2. The “tax mess.” High officials 
were found to be accepting favors 
In return for “fixing” tax liabilities. 
The dismissal of more than 174 
employes was forced—53 of them for 
taking bribes or gifts and 24 for em­ 
bezzlement. Trials in other cases ara 
•till pending. 
3. The “Department of Justice 
mess.” 
Congressional 
committees 
have shown that efforts were made 
to stall a grand Jury investigation 
in St. Louis and that enforcement 
has been slowed up in other rases 
where political pressure has been 
exerted. Violators escaped prosecu­ 
tion through conspiracies to plead 
-ill health.” 
4. The ' postoffice mess.” Involved 
are scandals in the sale of postoffice 
Jobs in New York and Chicago. 
Federal grand Juries are at present 
Investigating. 
5. The “surplus-property mess.” 
Riches were bestowed on favored 
buyers of war surplus.. 
6. Tha '‘veteran* meas." These are 
scandals in the multibillion-dollar 
veterans’ housing and benefit pro­ 
grams. Large-scale cheating of vet­ 
erans through overpraising of the 
value of substandard housing oc­ 
curred. Also, huge potential louse* 
on loans have been exposed. Large 
sums of taxpayers’ money were lost 
in the abuse of on-the-job-training 
pay and In tuition paid to fly-by- 
night schools. 
7 The “disloyalty mess.” Efforts 
to remove Communist sympathizers 
from the State Department and 
other agencies of government have 
been resisted either by calling the 
investigation of Alger Hiss a “red 
herring” or by clearing through de­ 
partmental boards persons who later 
had to be fired when their cases 
came before the non-partisan Board 
of Review. 
8. The “steel-strike mess.” Seiz­ 
ure of the plants of an entire indus­ 
try without sanction of law or the 
Constitution—something that had to 
be restrained by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. The cost to 
American taxpayers was more than 
a billion dollars. 
“Shoestring” Air Force 
9. The “p r e p a r e d n e s s mess ” 
America spent more than 60 billions 
for defense in the five years preced­ 
ing 1950, yet American equipment 
was faulty and American military 
forces were not stationed at stra­ 
tegic place* where they could be 
made available instantly to defend 
our "defensive perimeter" in the Far 
East. no matter whether the line 
included or excluded Korea 
The 
Air Force chief testified in May 1951

that we had only a “shoestring’' Air 
Force. 
IO The “reservist mess." Men who 
had served in World War II were 
called back to fight a large-scale 
war that was called a “police action” 
by President Truman, and no sys­ 
tem of training replacements had 
been started early enough to avoid 
double service. 

This has 
brought more than two years of war, 
casualties in excess of 120.000. and 
the prospect—as Secretary of the 
Army Pace announced it the other 
day—that 10.000,000 American boys 
will see military duty “In the fore­ 
seeable future.”

Dewey. And 40.000,000 stayed home.

W oodruff, head coach, 
notified him that his application for 
a four-year scholarship from Sept. 
1. 1951 through M ay 31. 1955, had 
been approved by the Com m ittee on 
Scholarship. 


D uring a practice scrimmage on 
Nov. 5. 1951, according to the suit, 
other players ‘pushed and threw him 
to the ground w ith such force that 
nis back was Injured."

The Circuit Court suit was filed 
In behalf of Peter Schultz, an All- 
City tackle at Miami High School 
in 1950, against the State Board of 
Control. 
It asked $10,000 for “breach of 
•cholarship agreement” and $25,000 
as the result of the University of 
Florida’s alleged failure to provide 
proper 
physical 
examination 
or 
medical attention after the accident 
that Injured his back. 
Schultz said he signed an appli­ 
cation to enter Florida in November, 
1950, after he and his mother had 
been entertained by Hobart Hooser, 
Florida assistant coach. 
Later, Schultz said. a letter from 
George R. Woodruff, head coach, 
notified him that his application for 
a four-year scholarship from Sept. 
I, 1951 through May 31, 1955, had 
been approved by the Committee on 
Scholarship. 
During a practice scrimmage on 
Nov. 5. 1951, according to the suit, 
other players ‘pushed and threw him 
to the ground with such force that 
his back was injured ’* 
This mishap, together with the 
alleged failure of the university to 
provide proper medical treatment, 
aggravated an old injury and left 
him with a "fused spine" that per­ 
manently cripples him. Schultz said.

He was glad he did, ss his part­ 
ner did a good job of playing. 
A t the outset the defenders 
scored their book with the club 
K , A and Q, and the diamond 8 
was returned. South took that 
w ith dummy’s A, so he could lead 
for the trump, finesse. 
It suc­ 


ceeded, but W est’s heart discard 
showed him East was holding all 
the outstanding spades. To catch 
them required two more leads to­ 
ward his own hand, and that In 
turn entailed two entries to dum­ 
my. Offhand, he could see only 
the heart A for one entry. Brief 
examination revealed a chance for 
another, lf West held the heart Q. 
So South next led the heart 4 
and finessed the J. When that 
worked, 
he 
brought forth the 
spade 8 from dummy. East cov- 
ered with the IO and the J won. 
Now the heart K was overtaken 
by the A for another entry to 
dummy, and the spade 4 led, East 
playing the 7 and the J winning. 
The A felled the trump K, assur­ 
ing the contract with one more 
trick in spades and two in dia­ 
monds. If South had not tried the 
"unnecessary finesse" in hearts. 
East would have taken the set­ 
ting trick in trumps.
